FOR (FUSION. 


The Populist Convention of Western 


Washington, consisting of delegates 
from eleven counties, adopted resolu- 
tions favoring taaion by a large major- 
ity. Nine delagates to the St. Louis 
Convention were chosen, and free ooin- 
age resolutions and a demand that the 
general Government issue money with- 
out the intervention of National banks 
or other corporation? was adopted. 


The Montana Populist Convention 


declared for free coinage for the initia- 
tive and referendum, and denounced 
the Cleveland Administration. The 
question of fusion was left to the judg- 
ment of the delegates, a large majority 
of whom personally favor a union with 
the Silver forces. 


What will the NevadaPc/mlists do in 


this matter? They are entitled to seven 
delegates in the St. Louis Convention, 
and it may depend upon their votes 
whether or not a unification of the Sil- 
ver forces at St. Louis is accomplished. 
To divide, and phre two candidates in 
the field for President, would be sui- 
uidal. The gold mea will combine on 
McKinley and it is very probable that 
Cleveland and Carlisle will support him. 
For the Silver men to divide on minor 
issues, wouldj therefore, give the gold- 
bugs great advantage and,at best coald 
not be expected to result in anything 
more than throwing the election of 
President into the House of Repre- 
sentatives, whereas, with the Silver 
forces united they can elect the next 
President and a majority of Congress 
beyond reasonable doubt. 


The Topeka, Kansas, Advocate, wbieh 


represents Senator Peffer's views, ap- 
peals to the Silver Democrats and Pop- 
ulists to unite in the present campaign, 
as that is the only safe way of avoiding 
the calamity of gold standard success. 
It asks, "Will the Silver Democrats 
unite with us ? If they come, the Sil- 
ver Republicans will follow, and to- 
gether success is in sight. Divided we 
shall fritter away our votes, and make 
it all the more difficult to rally in the 
future. Now is the time for union, 
and victory. Let us work and vote to- 
gether." 


ALL EYES 
THE " BEE." 


The Sacramento See is a fearleda aad 


independent newspaper. It has been 
intensely Republican, but of late has 
advocated the cause of free coinage. 
The California State Republican Con- 
vention declared for the free coinage of 
silver and gold at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
and seut delegates to the National Con- 
vention, who voted for a gold standard 
candidate on a single gold standard 
platform. Will the See abandon silver, 
sustain the action of the California 
delegation and support the nominee of 
the National Convention ? That is the 
question which the newspapers and the 
readers of the Bee in this State are now 
asking. It has come to the parting of 
the ways and it must go with the peo- 
ple for free coinage or with the pluto- 
crats for the gold standard. So far, it 
has not indicated which course it will 
take, but a paper of the Bee's tempera- 
ment cannot long remain neutral on a 
question which is agitating the country 
as no other question has since the fir- 
ing on Fort Sumpter. 


That it will not remain long on the 


fence, that separates the masses from 
the classes, there is no doubt, and its 
readers in this part of the country, are 
anxious to know whether it will get off 
on their side or on the side of the gold 
trust. 


PEOPLE'S PARTY MEETI>G, 


Chairman J. B. McCullough of the 


People's party State Central Commit- 
tee has issmed a call for a meeting to be 
held at the Court House next Tues- 
day, June 30th, at 10 A. M. for the pur- 
pose of electing delegates to the Nat- 
ional Convention to be held at St. 
Louis July 22d. 


It is greatly to be hoped for the in- 


terests of the public that delegates will 
be elected who are in favor of uniting 
all the silver forces against that com- 
mon enemy—the gold bug. Chairman 
Taubeneek of the National Committee 
and many other leading Pnpu hsts have 
iseued an address favoring iUnion, and 
it is the sincere wish of men of all 
parties who believe in the restoration 
of silver that it will be aicomplisbed. 
The Populists and Silver men of Ne- 
vada fully agree on the importance of 
the silver question. 
All voted for the 


People's party candidate for President 
in 1892 and gave him the electoral vote 
of the State and there is no good 
reason why they should not be united 
in 1896. 


CANADA'S ELECTION. 


For the first time since 1878 the Lib- 


erals have achieved a victory in Can- 
ada. They will have a majority of 
twenty-eight or thirty in the new Par- 
liament There was a complete revo- 
lution la public sentiment and the To- 
ries were defeated in what they consid- 
ered impregnable strongholds. 


The election is said to bare been the 


most exciting ever held in the country. 
Wilfred Laurier, the Liberal Jeadei, 
was elected- in two constituences, BE 
waa also Dalton McCarthy, leader of 
the Independents, Three members of 
the Tory Cabinet were defeated, and 
David Mills was the only Liberal of 
prominence who was defeated.
